In the following collection of Drafts are included, as_ well 
thofe kind of Goods which’ require to be cut,finged, & calendered, 
by proper Machines, as thofe which, require no other finifhing than 
Ble ae. and altho’ moft of,feures herein laid down & 
Drafted appear, and wear be% with Cotton Warps; yet almoft 

; ail of them wear very well with Linen or Thread. Wapps,¥ fe- 
veral of them look very bedbtifui in Worfted, particularly the 
numbers 7,/0 & G , . one 

Moft of them may be fleyed as high as Linen, excepi~ yoy 
want them to fhow very rich with the: filing, in which ¢afe 
you muft fley them a little lower, and thereby admit 
more filling to’be drove in. 

_ There are however a few of them, that muft be fleyea 
full ¥ higher than Sheeting Linen requires,or they will take too 
much filling (and not be fquare) however, the erfft of the filling 
mutt help to determine;for the coarfer, the filling is, the lower

After an attentive view of the following Drafts, it wil 
appear ‘evident, that I confider the different {paces between 
any two of the lines, which run acrofs the book, as reprefent- 
ing the different leaves of harnefs, and the {paces hetween 
the upright lines at the left hand fide of each page, and jut 
below the crofs lines,as the different treddles. 


The Figures to the right hand fide of every page repre- 
fent the manner of your drawing in the Web through the harnefs 
(for one fingle courfe in each Draft) and the little croffes, 
marked thus (x) between the fpaces of the crofs lines,at the left 
hand fide .of the page,denote the different leaves of harnefs, that 
are taken or trod down by every treddle; and laftly the Figures, 
contained between the fpaces of the different upright lines at the left 
hand of each page,and below the crofs lines, reprefent the manner of 
your treading with your feet,in order to rarfe the figure.
